Criticizes U. S.

Berlin conference. Molotov charged 
that the United States. G reat Brit­ 
ain and F ran ce had tram pled on 
international agreem ents by trying 
to resto re G erm an militarism 
Molotov said the W est’s unwill­ 
ingness to junk its West G erm an 
proposals had caused the Big Four 
foreign m inisters to fail to reach 
an agreem ent on G erm an reunifi­ 
cation and A ustrian independence. 
Molotov said, however, that the 
Berlin conference showed that pos­ 
sibilities 
still exist 
for lessening

to China ” 
He said Dulles’ critics would like 
for China to rem ain “ in its old 
status of a semi-colonial nation . . . 
but those days are gone forever.” 
Molotov said the Peiping govern­ 
ment had earned a position as a 
m ajor world power and had thriv­ 
ed despite trad e restrictions im ­ 
posed by the United States, Great 
Britain and F ran ce. 
The

word statem ent was believed to he 
one of the longest pronouncem ents 
of Soviet policy ever issued. Prav- 
da devoted 2 12 pages to the state­ 
ment and Moscow radio spent five 
hours broadcasting it to the world.
